Butter as a Food. 

In the selection of food, something more 
must be considered than that it is rich in 
nutritive qualities. For instance, in con- 
sulting a table of food values, butter is shown 
to be almost all nutriment ; but it is not the 
kind of nutriment most needed. More prob- 
ably it may be considered as a food ele- 
ment, the same as starch, for one .cannot 
live on either alone, Another objection to 
butter is that it isa food element not easy 
of digestion. By the SS ae of churning, 
the little globules of fatin the cream are 
driven together, but the Higselive fluids 
must undo the work of the dairymaid and 
emulsify the fat before it can be of service. 
Cream is already an emulsién, mixes rapidly 
with fluids, therefore it is much better. to 
take our butter in the form of cream and 
save the double labor of the dairymaid and 
the stomach. 

Again, it is next to impossible td secure 
butter which is perfectly sweet ; it is as 
difficult to keep as either milk or meat. In 
well man creameries churning is done 
twice a day, the butter being made from 
nice sweet cream, but in ordinary country 
dairies, the cream is allowed to become very 
sour, being churned when a sufficient quan- 
tity is accumulated. Meantime the germs 
are busy with their work of increasing the 
acidity—butyric acid fermentation taking 
place at the very least, Consequently, but- 
ter made from it contains myriads of germs, 
ready when favorable conditions of warmth 
and moisture are added, to grow with great 
rapidity. When taken into the stomach 
they begin their mischievous work immedi- 
ately. Butter made from cream which has 
been hoiled before churning will keep much 
the best. That is the method pursued in 
France and no salt is added. Cream con- 
tains most of the sala esent in milk, 
being lighter than the milk they: thus rise 
to the top with the rising of the cream.

The Great Australian Strike. 


A telegram from Mr, Chaplain, of Mel- 
a 4 well-known labor agitator, = 
r. urns, of London, announces the 
Sie watten Australian strike which 
has for many weeks convulsed the laber 
world of the island-continent is over, 
and that the strikers have failed. 


in appreciate the strnggle, which was f t 


with so much determination on both sides, 
it is nee to consider the nature 
of the demands made by the strikers and 
the strength of the o ing parties. The 
strike was precipi tated bye 
labor unions that no non-union men should 
receive employment, and that every mem- 
berofaunion should be secured inst 
i Incase of refusal the employers 
were told that their commodities would be 
boycotted, and that the railway servants 
would strike sooner than handle boycotted 
*. Regarding this as an unjust inter- 
erence with their rights and liberties, and 
anact of tyranny on the part of men to 
whom the most liberal concession’ had al- 


* 


ready been made, the employers positively 
refused to accede to the demand, Hereupon 
the trade unions ordered the seanien, fire- 


men, dockers, miners, and employees in sev- 
eral other trades to cease work. "For weeks 
steamers lay idle at the wharves because 
they could not be manned nor loaded nor 
supplied with coal. For three nights there 
was not a glimmer of gas light in the city of 
Melbourne. The progra:nmeof coercion, how- 
ever, proved a failure. This was, no doubt, a 
great surprise to the unionists who had al- 
ready succeeded in carrying out so large a 
portion of their programme of reform in 
the principal Australian colonies. For they 
not only placed an eight-hour law on 
the statute book, but had enforced it in aN 
trades, and had even managed in some 
branches of skilled labor. to cut down the 
working hours to forty-five per week. They 
had caused all railways to be owned and 
operated by the Government and to be ad- 
ministered with a view, not to the payment 
of dividends, but to providing the utmost 
possible accommodation to the masses of 
the people at the cheapest rates, In 
New South Wales the railways have to 
carry school children gratuitously. In Vic- 
toria the tramways running in the cities and 
towns become the property of the munici- 
polities afters certain term of years. In 
truth, so many and so great were the points 
gained that Australia, and the colony of 
Victoria in particular, was beginning to be 
celebrated as a workman’s hacerlo. 

From this it will be inferred that labor 
in the southern Continent is thoroughly 
organized. And this is true. In no other 
country is the organization more complete 
and more comprehensive. In striking con- 
trast was the condition of capital, which at 
the beginning of the strike had scarcely 
the semblance of organization. But the 
struggle thrust upon them taught the em- 
ployers the necessity of union. Consequently, 
after colonial unions had been formed in 
Melbourne, Sidney, Brisbane, and Adelaide, 
measures were taken to bring about inter- 
colonial action, and on Sep. 9th, a conference 
of capitalists, representing the industries of 
all the colonies was held in Sydney. Here 
they decided to hold out to the bitter end 
The result has been that not a single point 
has been conceded to the trades unions. 
Under the protection of the police and 
the militia, non-union workmen have every- 
where been put in the places of the strikers, 
and gas works, dockyards, foundries, fac- 
tories, and mines have one after the other 
resumed operation. Queensland was the 
first of the Australian colonies to break 
the deadlock in business, for there ‘the 
merchants and shopkeepers discharged 
and loaded steamers with their own 
hands, Then in South Australia the 
union men themselves rebelled against the 
orders of the trades unions and insisted on 
going back to work. And now we leara 
that even in Victoria, where the labor agita- 
tors are most powerful, the strike has col- 
lapsed, Thus the attempt at coercion has 
failed, and no fair-minded person will regret 
it. The demands were manifestly unjust, 
and had they been allowed, the door would 
thereby have been opened for further and 
morg intolerable interference. But not-only 
has the strike failed in accomplishing its 
immediate purpose, it has brought into ex- 
istence an organization, which, created in 
the first instance for defence may yet be 
found to play the part of the aggressor. In 
such an event itis conceivable that some of 
the ground gained by Jabor and to which it 
is justly entitled may be wrested from it. 
That those who have been sogreatly injured 
in their property by the unjust demands 
should be tempted to adopt the lex talionis 
and render ‘tan eyefor an'cye anda tooth 
for & tooth” is é¢tly natural and human. 
It is to be hoped however that wiser counsels 
will prevail, and that employers, believing 
in the almightiness of the eternal principle 
of justice, will keep in view that higher law 
which enjoins kindness for unkindness, good 
forevil. Thus will they» hasten the day 
when the experiences of the past few months 
will be a moral impossibility. 


Recently a story has been going the round 
of the press to the effect that two men out 
in Kansas while excavating for a buildin 
came upon a pot of gold containing abou 
$5000, which was supposed to have been hid- 
den before the war and that the owner had 
been killed. Concerning this lucky find the 
New York 7'ribune wisely remarks: ‘‘ Prob- 
ably 500 newspapers recently chronicled 
the story that two Kansas men a few weeks 
ago found $5,000 in gold in an iron pot.in a 
gully near a certain town. Now, the papers, 
of course, acted in good faith in printing the 
story, but as & matter of fact they were fool- 
ed by an unprincipled liar. There were no 
such men, no such gully, no such town, no 
iron pot and no $5,000. Stories about the 
finding of buried treasure, and about live 
snakes in people’s stomechs, as a rule, need 
not be believed.” 

During his recent visit to Toronto, Hoa. 
John Carling, Minister of Agriculture, took 
occasion to refer to the British import trade 
and to point out the part which Canada and 
the United States, respectively, take in 
supplying the British demand.

Canadian Cheese in England, 


{ Out of a total of 203,765,508 Ibs. of cheese 


consumed by the people of Great Britain 
during the three years, ’87, ’88 and ’89, 
Canada supplied 81,539,460 lbs. and the 
United states 74,187,456 lbs. These figures 
are certainly significant and show in a man- 
ner most striking the rapid growth of this 
Canadian industry, which has succeeded in 
distancing a competitor once so far in ad- 
vance. For this preference there is a reason, 

but only one, viz, that the Canadian product 
is superior to its American rival. Still it 
must not be forgotten that the advantage 
— is only a relative one, and may os 
ost unless our cheese-makers govern them- 
selves by the same rule and mind the same 
things that gave them the advantage. In 
the estimation of the British consumer we 
havenot yet attained unto pie eee Faults 
are still complained of both in American and 
Canadian cheese. Of the former the London 
Grocers’ Gazette says :—~‘* During the present 
season the United States have sen. us moist 
cheese, evidently containing too much whey, 

and the make has systematically depreciated 

after arrival, causing annoyance and loss to 
the importers, as well as injury to the re- 

putation of American cheese amongst the 
consuming public.” On the other hand 

it charges the Canadian cheese with a 

defeat of a directly opposite character, that 
is, of being ‘‘ too dry and mealy.” This de- 

fect must be remedied if our dairymen 

would hold the place of precedence which 

they have gained.

to ascertain the actual number of bona. fide 
residents in the country, and to place each 
in the census district to which he proper- 
ly belongs. It is objected to this system 
that the cities are in danger of being under- 
rated and the rural sections overestimated, 
owing to the circumstance thatmany young 
sons, clerks, servants and others, who 
ave come from the rural districte where 
their parenté still reside, and who have no 
intention of returning to their father’s home, 
are in danger of being included in the coun- 
try count and lost to the city, by the pro- 
vision which requires tye head of the house 
to include all of are temporarily absent 
from home. To guard against any injustice 
to the cities from this source, the authori- 
ties intend, it is said, to divide this class. of 
citizens into three classes: First, those 
who have no *‘ home” elsewhere in Canada 
and who have come to, this country from 
abroad ; second, those whose parental abode 
is elsewhere, but whose permanent resting 
place is to all intents and purposes in the 
city aceing that they merely visited home 
occasionally. Both these classes will pro- 
perly be included in the population of the 
city. A third class, those who are here 
temporarily‘and intend to return home, be- 
long to that home and are counted there, 
With this precaution and with the further 
provision of appointing local men as enum- 
erators who will naturally have a desire to 
sce their own communities properly dealt 
with, it may be concluded that neither city 
nor country will suffer by the adoption of 
the de jure system.—T'oronto Truth, 


Some Good Paddings, 


Cuocotats Poppine,—Boil one quart of 
milk, add a teacup of butter, one of sugar, 
and three ounces of grated chocolate.

Fia Poppixc.—Chop half a pound of fi 
fine, mix with a teacup of grated te. 
crumbs, halfa pound of sugar, teacup of 
melted butter, five ounces of candied orange 
peel and citron, one grated nutmeg, and five 
well-beaten eggs. Steam four hours and 
serve with sauce, 

Crrron Puppixe.—Beat the yelks of ten 
eggs with a poe of me and half a pound 
of butter. Cut pound of citron in pieces, 
stir in. Linea pudding dish with stale 


cake. Pour in the mixture and bake. Eat 
with sauce. 

Cocoanut Puppina.—Take half a pound 
of grated cocoanut, half a pound of butter 


and sugar each, the yelks and whites of four 
eggs, the juice of a lemon and a teaspoonful 
of extract of roses. Bake and serve with 
hard sauce. 

Economicat Poppinc.—Take four cups of 
flour, one of suet, one of dried raspberries or 
blackberries, one and « half cups of molasses, 
and two beaten eggs. Mix all together, 
flavor to taste, put ina mold and steam two 
hours. Kat with hard sauce. 

Rar.Roap Puppine.—Beat one egg, add 
one cup of sugar, one tablespoonful of melt« 
ed butter, one and a half cups of flour, one 
teaspoonful of baking aig half a cup of 
milk, anda teaspoonful of lemon extract, 
Bake in a greased pan and serve with lemon 
sauce. 

Ance.s’ Poppixe.—Two ounces of flour, 
two ounces of sugar, two of butter, a pint of 
cream aud the whites of three egys. Bake 
in patty-pans, cover with icing, and serve 
without sauces,

It is the result of many 
widely different influences. | Among 
allthe Northwestern tribes there is 
and always has been a large body 
of hostile, ugly Indians, whose malig- 
nant purposes have been but partially con- 
re i They have watched the progress 
of civilization among their people with pro- 
found jealousy. They have kept away from 
the agencies, and have closed their ears to 
all reports of the white man’s numerical 
Strength and unbounded resources. Some 
are ignorant, implacable savages. Others are 
men of force and ability, sincerely proud of 
their traditions and ways, and deeply morti- 
fied at their dependent condition. The 
motive for warlike enterprises is never 
wanting to this class of men. Another and 
much larger class finds in hostile movements 
what it considers the best way of extorting 
money and rations from the Government. 
Among the Sioux tribe this element is par- 
ticularly strong, and it has a long list of 
experiences to cite in support of its conten- 
tion. In one of this week's dispatches from 
Mandan, Norch Dakota, occurred an inter- 
view with a friendly Arickaree which threw 
a bright light upon this sagacious theory. 
**Our people,” said the Indian, ‘ are friend- 
y. We do not believe in the Messiah. But 
we should be glad to sce the Sioux go on 
the warpath because then the Government 
would give us all more ponies, more 
blankets and more rations!” The irrecon- 
cilable Sioux chiets, and many who are 
ostensibly friendly, continually point to the 
results of practical benefit to the tribe 
which have proceeded from their battles 
with the whites. ‘‘See!” they say to their 
young men, “‘see what we have done for 
you. Look at those buildings yender full 
of blankets, calico, flour and sugar. See 
the cattle in the corral there waiting for 
your knives. See our ponies and guns. 
They are the price the Great Father pays 
for our friendship. Look at the timid 
Ponca, Look at the Omaha with his head 
down. Look at the dirty Crow. They 
work for their living. They are cowards, 
and crawl when the white man speaks. So 
he put a plough in their hands and they fol- 
jow it; aspade and they dig. They are 
women. But the Sioux holds up his head 
and frowns when the Great Father does not 
treat him well.” This is a fair type of the 
arguments which the older Sioux have been 
addressing to their young’ men since the 
battle on the Little Big Horm, and it has the 
reat inerit of being backel by sound fasts, 

When the conditions above described are 
considered, and with them the intense super- 
stition of the Indian mind, it is easy to 
account for the scenes that are being enact- 
edat Wolf Creck and on the Wounded- 
Knee. An acquaintance with Christian 
doctrine has served in many cases only to 

ive the Indians wider fields forsuperstitious 

reams. Their medicine-men hav® found in 
the doctrine of a personal and omni-present 
God and of a Saviour mysteriously born and 
embodied in human form great opportuni- 
ties for all kinds of fetich-worship, Super- 
stition enters into their lives so thoroughly 
that its manifestation in religious dances 
has always been regarded as involving the 
danger of an outbreak, and although the 
winter season is at hand, a time when among 
the affected tribes every family is almost 
entirely dependent on the Government for 
food and shelter, it is by no means impossi-

on a long and fgarful war. The hope is that 
temporizing policies will tide over each 
cris}s a8 it arises, that before warm weather 
comes the craze will have died away, and 
that under any circumstances it will not 
spread to this side of the border.

propertica of the different food supplies that 
she may counteract this tendency, be it here- 
ditary or acquired, by providing an accept- 
able variety of dishes known to be beneficial. 

Avoid the error of serving any one dish 
(no matter how much relished) until the 
family tires of it. The daily use of @raham 
b is not commended: In many cases its 
coarse Pater: causes a serious irritation 
of the delicate lining of the stomach and in- 
testines, specially in children. The flour 
called “‘ entire wheat” is made of the entire 
grain of the wheat ground to a powder, and 
differs from — in being fine. It makes 
a dark, rich bread and delicious gems. Ryo 
bread is gently laxative, soothing and 
nutritious. 

The dread of washing utensils, in which 
some of the following dishes are cooked, may 
be given to the winds if said utensils are 
partly filled with cold water, tightly cover- 
ed, and allowed to stand on back part of stove 
till washed. 


Rotixep Oats.—Put two tea cny fuls of rol- 
Ted oats into a double boiler. Add one tea- 
spoonful of salt and four teacupfuls of boiling 
water ; boil fifteen minutes. Best if eaten 
either sligh'ly warm or cold, with cream and 
sugar or with plain sweet milk. A bright, 
new tin pail, tightly covered, set in kettle 
of boiling water is a good substitute for a 
double boiler. 


OaTMEAL Musn.-—-To one cup of Scotch 
or Canadian oatmeal, add one cup of cold 
water and a teaspoonful of salt, Pour slow- 
ly into it five cups of boiling water, stirring 
steadily. Pour it into a very smooth iron 
pot, stir up from the bottom a few times, to 
prevent settling, until it begins to boil, .then 
cover closely, and set back where it will bub- 
ble sotggar for an hour and a-half ar two 
hours. This is the Scotch method of cook- 
ing, eve us by a native Scotch lady. It 
may be cooked the day before, turned intoa 
bowl rinsed in cold water, and warmed u 
for breakfast (if wished) by setting the bowl’ 
in a pan of boiling water on the back of the 
stove, or may be cooked in double boiler, 

Rye Musu—This may be prepared of 
either rye meal or rye flour, by addide to a 
cupful of either, a cup of cold water, u little 
at a time, and stirring until it is perfectly 
smooth. Then add a level teaspvonful of 
salt, and three cups of boiling water, stir- 
ing steadily meanwhile. ‘Turn into a 
very smooth iron vessel, stir steadily and 
thoroughly until it boils throughout ; set 
where it will bubble steadily for fifteen 
minutes. Excellent, eaten either slightly 
warm or cold, with cream (or rich milk) and 
sugar. 

A favorite Scotch remedy for constipation, 
is hot mush of oats or rye, eaten with cold 
milk. The spoon is dipped half full of the 
hot mush, then filled from a bowl of’ cold 
milk beside the plate,

How to use Hot Water. 

One of the simplest and effectual means of 
relieving pain is by the use of hot water, 
externally and internally, the temperature 
varying according to the feelings of the 
patient. For bruises, sprains and similar 
accidental hurts it should be applied im- 
mediately, as hot ascan be borne, by means 
of a cloth dipped inthe water and laid on 
the wounded part, or by immersion, if con- 
venient, and this treatment kept up till re. 
lief is obtained. If applied at once the use 
of hot water will generally prevent, nearly, 
if not entirely, the bruised flesh from turning 
black. For pain resulting from indigestion, 
and known as wind colic, etc., a cup of hot 
water taken in sips will often relieve at once. 
When that is insufficient a flannel folded in 
several thicknesses, large enough to fully 
cover the painful place, should be wrung out 
of hot water, and laid over the seat of the 
pain. It should be as hot as the skin can 
bear without injury, and be renewed every 
ten minutes, or oftener if it feela cool, until 
the pain is gone. The remedy is simple, 
efficient, harmless and within the reach of 
every one, and should be more generally used 
than it is.

Colonial Relations to the Empire. 


_It is certainly a very curious spectacle to 
see the mother country submitting the in- 
retation of one of her treaties and the 
defining of the Government duties under it 
to the Supreme Court of a British colony. 
This is exactly what is now being done in 
the case of Baird against Walker before the 
Supreme Court of Newfoundland. James 
Baird sues Sir Baldwin Walker, commander 
of the squadron of the British navy in New- 
foundland waters, for damages, because Sir 
Baldwin las‘ summer took possession of and 
closed Mr. ijaird’s lobster canning factory. 
Sir Baldwin was acting under instructions 
from the Home Government to carry out to 
the letter the terms of the modus vivendi 
between France and England, which had 


been established, pending a full settlement 


of the disputed claims of France to exclusive 
fishing and canning rights on the coast of 
St. George’s Bay. Mr. Baird’s canning 
factory was on this French shore, and was 
closed by Sir Baldwin, because it was con- 
trary to the terms of the modus vivendi to 
keep it in operation. 

But Newfoundland has never accepted 
this modus vivendi, and hasall along refused 
to admit the French rights which it recog- 
nizes, Accordingly the first question before 
the Court will be whether or no any such 
temporary ar: ment between France and 
England is binding upon citizens of an 


j autonomous colony having a constitution of 


its own, in the absence of any parliamentary 
legislation enforcing such arrangement. 
This is an exceedingly interesting question 
in ityelf, because aevctess & judicial defi- 
nition of the amount of independence pos- 

by the colontes. How far do the 
alliances and agreements of the Home 
Government bind the provinces? If Lord 
Salisbury chooses to agree with any of his 
neighbours upon a course of action in any 
matter are the colonies bound by that agree- 
ment before the Imperial Parliament ratifies 
it? The Colonial Secretary, who is the real 
defendant in this suit against Sir Baldwin, 
says, ‘‘ yes,” in answer to Mr. Baird’s suit, 
while the colonists and Mr. Baird say no, 
and a colonial court is to decide. 

Further, the Colonial Secretary says, 
through Sir Baldwin, that the original treat 
of Versailles makes Mr. Baird's factory il- 
legal, in that it exists in contravention to 
the rights granted to the French under this 
treaty. But here tho question just alluded 
to again arises. There is no statute of Par- 
liament enforcing this treaty of Versailles in 
1783, since Act 28 of George IIT was re- 
pealed. The treaty, therefore, stands as an

As to the best kind of oil for the purpose, 
it has been found that animal or the heavier 
vegetable oils are used with greatest benefit, 
Mineral or fossil oils, which possess less vis- 
cosity and are less oleaginous in their me- 
chanical properties, exert much less influence 
upon the water. The benefit of the oil is 
net that it reduces perceptibly the size of 
the waves but that it prevents them from 
breaking, thus enabling the ship to ride upon 
them instead of being washed by them.

matter, is, that the oil acts as a lubricant, 
thus lessening the friction between the wind 
and the water, to which friction, it is well 
known, the waves are due. This anti-fric- 
tional force of oil can hardly be over-es- 
timated. The pressure of the storm waves 
often reaches the average of 6,983 pounds 
er square foot, yet the thin blanket of oil 
is sufficient, when applied noder certain 
conditions, to enable a veszel to navigate 
through them in perfect safety, their oiled 
summits raising themselves in sullen grand- 
eur, but never breaking aboard.

ward a very interesting theory respecting 
the relation of heat to fevers. It is not 
generally known that the high temperature 
connected with febrile disease is the resnits 
of the poisonous matters developed but the 
germ causes of the disease. The cure of the 
disease necessitates the destruction of 
the germs. Prof. Cantanni helds that 
the elevation of temperature is one 
of nature’s methods of destroying the 
germs to which the fever is due, and 
that any medicinal nt, the adminis- 
tration of which has the effect to simply 
lower the temperature, is a direct damage, 
since it paralyzes the efforts of na- 
ture to antagonize the disease. This 
theory is one of interest, and if gener- 
ally adopted, will -greatly revolutionize the 
treatment of fevera.

Disinfection by Sulphur. 


There has been much diecussion recent! 
respecting the efficiency of sulphur as a dis- 
infectant for various infectious diseases, the 
efficiency of this method of disinfection hay- 
ing been denied by some physicians whose 
opinions have been widely quoted in the 
newspapers. Confirmatory of the results 
obtained by the State Board of Health of 
Michigan, we are glad to be able to quote 
the following from a work by Dujardin. 
Beaumetz, entitled “Les Nouvells Medi- 
cations” ;— 

**Twenty grammes of sulphur to a cubic 
meter (1.53 lbs. per 1,000 sahis feet of air 
space), destroy the different micro-organisms 
in a moist state, but it is necessary to in- 
crease this dose if one wishes to destroy 
some organismsinadrystate. Infact since 
the last communications to the Academy, 
M. Bardet and myself, aided by M. Cham- 
bon, have continued these experiments upon 
micro-organisms in a dry state, and particu- 
larly upon vaccine vigps. We have taken 
from the pustules of vaccinia, scabs which 
we have reduced to fine powder, and placed 
in chambers where were variable quantities 
of flowers of sulphur. When a dose did not 
exceed 20 grammes per cubic meter, the 
vaccine powder did not lose its properties, 
and one could, by inoculating animals and 
infants, obtain a vaccine eruption. 

‘** With 30 grammes per cubic meter (2,- 
297 pounds per 1,000 cubic feet of air space), 
the results obtained were uncertain, some- 
times the powder losing its properties ; but 
when the dose is increased to 49 grammes 

er cubic meter (3.06 pounds per 1,000 chbie 
eet of air-space), the inoculations are al- 
ways inactive. So, then, for vaccine, and 
probably for variola, if one desires to destroy 
the contagious ‘‘ germs” in a dry state, it 
is necessary to double the dose of 20 grammes 
which we have already fixed. 

** According to the experiments of Vallin 
and of Legoucst, 20 grammes are sufficient 
for typhoid fever, while, according to 
Vallin, 40 grammes are necessary for the 
microbe of tuberculosis.”

Saysa writer of those times who 
visited it: ‘‘One hand willtwist as much silk 
as before could be done by fifty, and thatin a 
trucrand better manner, This engine contains 
26,536 wheels and 97,746 movements, which 
work 73,726 yards of silk thread ever 
time the water-wheel goes round, whic 
is three times in one minute, and 318,504- 
960 yards in one day and night. One water- 
wheel gives motion to all the rest.of the 
wheels and movements, of which any 
one may be stopped separately. One fire- 
engine likewise conveys Warm air to every 
individual part of the machine, and the 
whole work is governed by one regulator. 
The house which contains this engine is of 
vast balk, and five or six stories high.” But 
despite his patent, Lombe did not prosper. 

The building was costly, and the outlay so 
exhausted his means _ he a ee “p = 
a | to the coun or support. The enc 
on the seaheerloraghihss Pacliapent purchased 
from him for $75.000 the right to copy his 
machines, and soon thereafter many other 
silk mills were opened in various parts of 
England. But with these new means the 
original Derby mill was now operated suc- 
cessfully, and for many years was the most 
important establishment of the kind in Eng- 
land. There is now some talk of erecting a 
monument to the Lombe brothers on the site 
of the mill, but the project has yet taken no 
practical form. It would, however, be only 
a fitting tribute to one of the great bene- 
factora not only of Derby itself but of all 
England.

A Triamph for the Ritualists, 


The judgment pronounced by the arch- 
bishop of Canterbury upon Dr. King, the 
bishop of Lincoln, who was under condem- 
nation for ritualistic practices not allowed 
by the Church of England, is virtually a 
triumph for the ritualists, Out of nine in- 
dictments, ‘one is dismissed as irrelevant 
and four are settled in favor of the ritualis- 
tic party so that the result is, on the whole, 
a High Church victory. This judgment 1s a 
compromise, so faras the two parties are 
concerned, but it is an immense gain that 
the archbishop of Canterbury, and not a lay 
court, pronounces the decision. The con- 
test all along for several yeirs has been that 
the privy council had no right toadjudicate 
upon questions of an ecclesiastical or spirit- 
ual nature, and to have reached the point 
where the archbishop pronouces judgment as 
to what the law of worship in the church 
really is an-immense gain in favor of the 
spiritual independence of the Church of 
{ngland. The factalso that each party pays 
its own costs is a new phase ina prosecu- 
tion of this kind. As to the actual defini- 
tions of ritual law, the points at issue 
are seemingly trivial, but when they are 
understood, asChurchmen understand them, 
have great significance. The mixed 
chalice will be allowed hereafter, but the 
cup must be mixed beforehand. The cere- 
mony of ablution after the holy vessels have 
been used is pronounced innocent, but on 
another point the decision will be greatly 
regretted. It is ordered that standing in 
front of the altar during the consecration 
of the sacred elements is illegal, and that one 
must stand at the end of the altar and make 
the consecration beforethe people. Lighted 
candles are to be allowed on the altar. 
Absolution is not to be made by the use of 
the sign of the cross while pronouncing the 
words. These points have a ritualmeaning, 
and they do not mean to the outside public 
what they mean to those who practise them. 
Speaking generally, the judgment is a com- 
promise. It makes the point that the strict 
Roman ritual is not to be allowed in the 
Church of England. The effect of this 
decision is. that the bishop of  Lin- 
coln is not condemned, and that the 
lay people who undertook to unfrock 
him have been defeated. The still fur- 
ther meaning of it is that Archbishop 
Benson has asserted his right to be the 

iritual head of the English church, and 
that no single partyin it will hereafter re- 
ceive his exclusive patronage,

‘Our journey measured over 6,000 miles, | key or human teeth, strung together and 


The time occupied was 087 days. The first 
section of about 1,000 miles was along an 
unknown country by steamer up tle Art- 
wimi river, to a place called Yambuya. ‘Lhe 
navigation was interrapted by rapids. On 
foot next for 160 days we went through one 
unbroken forest. Ah! the American forest 
furnishes no such picturesque sighta orplea- 
sant glades, Language is teo poor to des- 
cribe it. First, think of the tropics and a 
climate of humidity and the heat of perpet 
ual summer. You feel as you enter into 
this unknown region the robustness of vege- 
tation. There is a still, warm vapor in buf- 
fovating volumes. Tirst you dispense with 
your upper garments, and then you Want to 
get rid of the rest. 

** The gloom is so great you can only com- 
pare it to the twilight of evening. You see 
the leafage rising up black and green, impene- 
trable clumps of trees, some of them rising 
to the height of two hundred and fifty feet. 
There is no symmetry, grace or softness, 
butall is wild, uncouth andawful. At every 
step you sce masses of bewildering under- 
growths, a wonderful variety ofplants. There 
isthe absence of any sense of decay, but 
rather the sense of the general healthfulness 
of (he plants, an enduring youth, exhaustless 
wonders, 

** As we march silently, slowly and pain- 
fully on the forest changes ita aspect, and we 
note the labors of forgotten tribes and come 
toswampy grounds, One day our march is 
very slow through masses of forest wild- 
ness. On the next day we go through a 
more open section; on the following day 
through frowniug depths and over ground 
strewn with dead leaves, worm eaten trunks 
or dried branches. But always and above 
all tower the primeval woods, the deep 
shadows unbroken save by the flashes of 
lightning. 

‘After the guards sere set around the 
camp we felt safe from the surprises of the 
cannibals and those who wished were tree 
to wander away. At such a time I have 
been sensible of the utter poverty of words 
to describe my surroundings. It was nota 
time for poetic brooding, but one after an- 
other the senses yielded to the charm of se- 
clusion. Then I beheld a magnificent forest 
in listening attitude; a great gloom, trees 
eloquent of antiquity and of venerable bro- 
therhood. 

‘The forest represents human life in pan- 
tomime—the struggle for place, the indilfer- 
ence to the interests of others may be found 
there. When one tree is struck by light- 
ning its former neighbors extend their 


branches over the space’it once occupied | formed-pigmy camps, and after a while they’ 


and others spring up to usurp its place. 
Then countless parasites wind themselves 
around the stem, eat into their bowels and 
make excreseences. Theclephants rub their 
prurient hides against them and unsettle 
their uprightness. Then you see others 
falling into decay with age. Around us is a 
group with their dead leaves. Scarcely an 
hour passes but a tree falls in our neighbors 
hood. There is a crash, a startling shock 
and logs come tumbling down. But with 
their death is life, and as often as one wither- 
and dies another has spread and sprung into 
life, 

** During one year we noted 569 hours. of 
rain, equalling one hour of rain for every fif- 
teen of dry weather. It seems to us to be 
only one hour of sunny brightness to one of 
rainand gloom. We could observe in the 
forest that the sun was out only by its effect. 
In the forks of the trees are conservatories of 
lichens and other plants. The stems are wound 
around with parasites, twisting about like 
immense anacondas. Then there are myriads 
of living parasites. There is not a sapling or 


a tree from the infant ofone year to the go 


patriarch of 100 years but is infested with 
innumerable parasites, There are thousands 
of threadlike filaments around them. ‘ But 
when the Storm King rises overhead and the 
blast howls through their tops every tree 
seems to start into a mood of wailing and 

roaning as if it were some lost soul. Dur- 
ing the hours of daylight even then these 
sounds are awful ; but heard at night they 
are inexpressibly terrible. At times the 
whole camp is ablaze, but it is far more com- 
fortable than when the rain pours over the 
desolate scene in drowning showers, 

“You can understand now what was in 
the minds of our people, who knew not 
where those endless marchings were leading 
them, and no soul could enlighten them as 
to the future. Add to this sickness and de- 

ression, as they tossed their dead compan- 
ions into the dark river. Their feet were 
scarred as they marched along, ulcers a 
peared and bad water inflamed their bowe 
and their blood became corrupted. Then 
the savages set on those who feebly crept 
after the caravan. Or the savages lay in 
wait and shot their barbed arrows intu the 
weary. In numberless ways they cut off our 
people, with lingering torture or sudden as 
the lightning strikes. 

‘* Finally, after 160 days of marching we 
emerged from the forest. Then our eyes 
danced with rapture, for we beheld fresh 
young grass spreading out into flowery fields 
and pasture, and then beyond. round and 
picturesquely moulded hills. Such a sight 
we hailed with shouts of praise and loud 
thanksgivings and murmurs of worship ac- 
cording to our respective faiths. The de- 
licious grass, the warbling of birds, this 
summer loveliness of the land and the warm 
life and beauteonus earth reposing in 
peace caused us to be lost in rapture. Our 
men had dreams of joy and they called it 
heaven. Its length was 620 English miles 
from north to south, and from west to east 
520 miles.. It comprised 320,000 square 
miles, the whole equal to 400,000 square 
miles. 

‘*In the beginning of 1886 the Arab 
slave trade was there. In 1870 short excur- 
sions were made into thisregion, and in 1880 
two Arab expeditions set out from the Con- 

on the northeastern track. By 1887 they 
cad gained a ake and they built two sta- 
tions, each one hundred miles apart, forming 
the apex of a triangle. They began to hunt 
systematically for slaves. For twenty miles 
around they looted and burned villages. Be- 
fore tive months had passed there was a line 
of complete devastation 257 miles long. 
Not one village had been left standing. 

, “There would be general hilarity if I 
were to attempt to enumerate the names of 
the various tribes through whose lands we 
passed. It would be far more convenient to 
say that the inhabitants of the forest are di- 
vided into big people and little people, tall 
people and pigmies. The pigmies are the

wore as necklaces or bracelets, and collars 
| Of whining iron, Their clothing consists of 
}@ breach clout. There weapons are spears, 
bows and arrows, broad knives and some- 
times battle axes or swords. These latter 
are used to make clearings in the woods. 
They are addicted to cannibaliam, but it 
must not be supposed that they feed 
on their own relatives or. tribe. 
must it be supposed that they make 
raids for the purpose of obtaining these lux- 
uries. Neivher is @ victim easy to secure. 
‘Fribes are too far apart to render it easy 
of accomplishment, but if a neighboring 
community, ten or twelve miles - off, 
jshould advance against the village there

‘During the many months of our marching 
in the forest, we must have captured several 
) hundred of the small ‘and -large “natives.

‘Through observations 
of these captives we obtained a fair idea of 
their condition, and my conclusion 1s .that 
the forest races are morally the lowest of 
the human race. ‘They have no idea of God. 
They are without tenderness or pity, and 
\heir gratitude isso short-lived that it may 
be compared to the spirit shown by a fierce 
bulldog, who is restrained from ‘throttling 
you by a pressing engagement to dispose of 
a morsel of beef which has been thrown to 
him. But though they showed themselves 
debased they must not be regarded as utterly 
incorrigible. Several youthtul pig nies, wham 
taken out of the woods, where all their 
habits had been acquirdd, exhibited the at- 
tachment and servility of spanie's to those 
who had them in charge. 

“ What anumber of ghastly death scenca 
Icould describe due to the cruel persistency 
and devilish malice on the part of these sav- 
ages. At the same time many of our men in 
the presence of such dangers exhibit great 
carelessness, White men displayed more 
caution, but it was almost impossible to get 
the rest of the. men to exercise their faculties 
of sight, hearing and judguient. Had the 
savages generally been as artful as the pig: 
mies we should all have been lost. But, 
fortunately, they were thoughtless them- 
selves, although cruel enough to work any 
mischief upon us, 

‘* Our scouts frequently came across newly 


learned the art of stalking theryicions lit- 
tle creatures. ‘he first one we thus got hold 
of was a plump little queen ofa pigmy tribe. 
Around her neck were several polished iron 
collars with long projecting. horns at the 
end and down her breast Raa curiously 
made native chains, Around her arm’ were 
several rings and her ankles were protected 
by several scores of rings, so close. together 
that they resembled a compact band. Around 
her waist was # breech cloth.. She must 
have been about eighteen years old, but 
she was as well developed as a white woman 
of twenty-five or twenty-six. Her feet were 
beautifully formed, the instep arched, the 
hands small, the fingers slender and the 
nails filbert. shaped. The face was broad 
and round, the lips full and the large, black 
limpid eyes were like those of a young ga- 
zelle. ‘he face was singularly impressive, 
but the eyes were expressive and seemed to 
say :—‘‘l am much too pretty to be hurt 
and I very well know what 1 am worth.” 
The tender treatment that she received re- 
assured her, She was ultimately consigned 
to the care of the surgeon, whose gentle 
manner won her from all thoughts of flight. 
After a while she became an intelligent cook 
and a trustworthy servant, and she always 
bore herself most modestly. 


“In October, 1888, the scouts suddenly 
pounced upon a colony of dwarfs and suc- 
ceeded in capturing a full grown adult and 
his wife or sister. Before the pair could re- 
cover their faculties they were brought to 
the centre of our camp, where there were 
hundreds of great, burly men, among them 
several tall Soudanese ranging from six feet 
to six feet four. I observed that the top of 
the pigmy man reached to about the waist 
of these big fellows. The man and woman 
were considerably agitated, as well they 
might be, and wondered what might be their 
fate.” Mr. Stanley described in humorous 
ae, i how the pigmy repaid the kind- 
ness of his captors by assuring them by 
means of the sign language that there was 
an abundance of food two days off; that the 
river they were in search of was only four 
days off; that he knew where bananas were 
as big as logs, compared to which the banan- 
as he had been eating when captured were 
simply contemptibly small, Mr. Stanley was 
of the opinion that this particular pigmy 
would have made a very good actor, and that 
in the art of lying it would be difficult to 
give him points. 

A few days after this capture another 
group of pigmies was secured. Among them 
was askrewish old woman and a lad so shy 
that he could not be made to speak. But 
the old woman talked enough for a whole 
tribe and kept up an incessant scolding from 
morning to night, and exhibited a consum- 
mate mastery of pigmy cuss words. Despite 
her age she was remarkably strong and nim- 
ble,and always carried on her back a ham- 

r, into which her captor would stow away 
bis pots and kettles and other equipments 
until the old woman became a veritable cam- 
el of the forest. 

When Mr. Stanley came to her relief and 
threw out the contents of her hamper he re- 
ceived for his pains an expression of grat- 
ituce which sounded very mach like “swear 
words.” Theshy boy got over his shyness 
and became a pet of the officer who had 
cd 4 ag him, his intelligence and industry 
making him almost invaluable and far su- 
pea to the average of white servants. 

hey came in time to regard the pigmies as 
indispensable, and some of tfem would cer- 
tainly have been taken to Europe , but after 
they got out of the forests the changed con- 
ditions and the differences in climate proved 
toomuch for them. Their little legs could 
not stand the . marches, and one after 
another they ‘‘ collapsed.” 

Mr. Stanley gave an interesting descrip- 
tion of his discovery of the famous Moun- 
tains of the Whee which had long been re- 
garded as m 
times, but owing to the cloudy condition of 
the atmosphere they would sometimes re- 
main invisible for weeks, then when the

** From this country we struck the eastern 
end of Victoria Nyanzs, and by trave 
along the shore we discovered a new addition 
to that Iake of 26,000 square miles, We 
struck the region during its dry season, The 
grass was sere; chilly winds blew over the 
uplands ;a cold mist frequently obscured the 
face of the country, and a heavy leaden sky 
seemed to bear down wpon us in seare 
eold. Our half-naked le shivered, an 
one day five fell dead in theirtracks as thou 
they were shot. They would all have perish- 
ed had not the officer commanding the rear 
guard bolted aud made great bonfires.” 

Mr. Stanley alluded to the intense political 
rivalry between the representatives of the 
French and English and German nations that 
they discovered as they a 
shore, ‘ but as our expedition was solely for 
the relief of Emin,” he added, ‘‘ we had rea- 
son to flatter ourselves that we bad no. cone 
cern with these political animesities.”

It is 
certain that the facilities fo. borrowing in 
Canada are greater than thé absolute neces- 
sities of our people require, but it’ is some- 
thing to be thankfal for that to date the 
farming community of this country have 
& trifle more conservative in availing them- 
selves of these facilitios than :heir brethern 
across the border, To what extent the 
United States farmer has plunged himseif 
intp the financial ab 
takén from the publication referred to all 
too plainly indicate: -The mortgage indebt- 
edness of Kansas is $235,000,000, with an 
interest debt of $14, 100,000 ; Indiana $645,- 
000,000, interest $38,700,000 ; lowa $567,000- 
000, interest $34, 020,000 ; Wisconsin &500,- 
00,000, interest $30,000,000 ; Ilinois $367,- 
000,000, interest, $22,020,000; Ohio, $1,127, 
000,000 interes»; $67,620,000. Summing it all 
shows us that the farms of these states alone 
are mortgaged. to the tune of $3,441,000,- 
000,.and of which the interest alone, .com- 
putéd a 6 per cent., would amount to $206- 
406,000 per annum—and yet the farmers of 
these states have enjoyed all the advantages 
of the 60,000,000 market at their: very 
doors, On the other. hand, let us 
turn to some statistics furnished 
by Archibald Blue, Secretary of the On 
Bureau of Industries and what do we find ? 
Why that the value of farm property in the 
agit si is placed at $981, ‘004. In 1882 
arm lands were valued at $632,342, 500, and 
in 1838 at $641,481,801. In 1882 farm build 
ings were valued at $188,293,226, and: im.

the Scriptures is nemorized as part of the 
ublic work of the school and as part of the 
uties of religious instructors. When we 
find that the pupils can read I know not why 
they cannot recite, and if that ie done then a

This estimate would 
have come as areal surprise had not the pub- 
lic been somewhat prepared for it by the re- 
port genie the operations of the Amer- 
ican sealing fleet during the past season. 
For twenty years with cnly two exteptions 
in which the number dropped to $0,000 
and 70,000 respectively the catch each sea- 
son has been 100,000, which might easily 
have been increased had not the government 
made this number the maximum limit. But 
during the past season the entire catch of 
the American sealers was only 21,000, 
or about one-fifth of the number 
aptured in former years, This to the 
American is a serious matter ; for de- 
prived of their seals the Pribylov islands 
which have long been considered incompar- 
ably the most valuable seal resorts in the 
world and for which the United States paid 

USSIA 80 great a price, would be practically 
valueless. And not to the Americans only, 
wouldit bea serious matter buttothousandson 
both hemispheres, provided it could beshown 
that this great falling off is general through- 
out all these northern waters. Butthis is not 
80 very clear ; for while the American fleet only 
succeeded in taking 21,000, the British fleet 
whose operations were confined chiefly to the 
coast of British Coumbia and to the waters 
outside of Behring Sea was more successful 
than ever, taking this year 39,547 as against 
29,570 last year. Moreover, the catch at 
the Copper Islands, leased by Russia to the 
old Alaska Commercial Company, which 
was 52,700 last year, rose to 58,000 this year, 
thus repeating the experience of the British 
Columbia catch. These facts suggest the 
question, whether it is not possible that in- 
stead of an actual diminution the seals have 
only been diverted from their old breeding 
places on the Pribylov Islands. 

However this may be,there is no doubt but 
our neighbors are feeling greatly concerned 
over the changed condition of thin The 
New York Sun in a long editorial, discusses 
the present sitution, and points out the 
helplessness of the United States govern- 
ment to prevent the offending private sealers 
from carrying on their work of annihilation, 
seeing that their operations are confined to 


the waters outside the marine jurisdiction of. 
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that country or of any other. It suggests 
that steps be taken to secure a treaty be- 
tween all the nations concerned in the seal- 
ing industry, whereby proper restrictions as 
to the age and sex of theseals and the season 
during which they may be caught, may be 


imposed upon all sealers. Referring to the re- ' 


rt touching the British sealing fleet dur- 
ing the past season the, Sun remarks : 

‘“*The most serious feature, accordingly, 
in the statistics of the year's seal fisheries is 
that so large a part of the catch was in 
waters ites are absolutely out of the con- 
troleven of our own Government, since it 
is this feature which promises to make the 
practical extinction of the seals in that re- 
gion a mere matter of time, like the fracti- 
cal extinction ot the buffalo in the West. 
Even the complete concession of the extreme 
American claim to jurisdiction in Behring 
Sea apparently would not avert that result, 
since the destruction would be largely ae- 
complished by waylaying the animals on 
their northward track. The lesson of the 
year is therefore the absolute necessity that 
Great Britain as well as our country should 
place Proper restrictions upon sealing even 
in the North Pacific as well as in the Behring 
Sea. This can be done most effectively b 

reeing on mutual regulations which shall 
give the private sealing schooners of no one 
nation an advantage over the rest. Ahd 
these regulations ought to be such that 
Russia and other maritime nations would 
—— them and enforce them against such 
of their own vessels as might resort to 
Behring Sea.” 

To some such arrangement, it is safe to 
say, Canadians generally would agree. In- 
deed, one of the propositions which Sir 
Julian Pauncefote is saidto have recently 
made to Sccretary Blaine relating to the 
Behring Sea difficulty is, that Britain and 
the United States shall consent to aclose 
season during which all sealing operations 
shall be suspended. Neither Canada nor 
Britain have any desire to see the seals. an- 
nihilated, but quite the contrary. Nor have 
a continued the Behring Sea controversy 
wit 
a privilege, but simply on account of the pre- 

terous claim of that nation to the juris- 

iction over waters which the law of nations 
declares to be the common property of all 
the world. If Mr. Blaine will consent to 
treat in the spirit of the Sun’s article, the 
present controversy will soon be at an end, 
while every proper precaution will be taken 
to prevent the extinction of this valuable, 
fur-bearing animal.

** The het resides in Mason valley, 
Emeralds county, Nev., close to the Walk- 
er River reservation. His name is not John- 
son Sides at Reno, but Capt. Jack Wilson 
known among all Indians by the Indian 
names of We-vo-Kar and also Co-We-Jo an 
intelligent, fine-looking Indian of about 35 
years of age, who goes into trances or 
seemingly so, for twelve to fourteen 
honta, fe the presence of large nambers of 
Indians upon invitation of the prophet. 
Upon his recovery he relates to them 
what he has seen. He tells them he 
has been to heaven, and that the Messiah 
is coming to the earth again and will put 
the Indians in possession of this country, 
that he has seen in heaven a heap of Indians, 
some of which are dressed in white men’s 
clothes. | He counsels the Indians not to dis- 
turb the white folks, saying that the blank- 
et of rabbit skin that was put over the moon 
by the Indians long ago will soon fall off, 
and then the moon, which is now a-fire, will 
destroy the whites. The Messiah is to ap- 
pear on Mount Grant, which is a very large 
mountain and is situated about sixteen miles 
south of the Walker River agency buildings, 
and on the west side of the lake. Here is 
where the first Indians appeared according 
to their belief. 

I visited this mountain last September in 
performance of my duty ag special census 
agent of Indians. This mountain is held as 
a sacred mountain to the Indians, and on 
they allege they can see footprintsof their first 
father, Numerna. If I may be permitted to 


suggest, I would recommend that all the In- | has been 


dians be permitted to visit this mountain, as 
I am satisfied they will only send delegations 
from each tribe for the pu of ascertain- 
ing the truth of the prophecy. The Indians 
of Nevada expect delegations from most of 
the tribes north and north-east, and Sitting 
Bull is expected. The only fear the Nevada 
Indians have is thatthe Government will 
interefere with troops. I think if the In- 
dians are let alone at_ the various agencies 
the whole thing will die away. All of the 
Indians here do not believe in the prophet, 
although Josephus, the chief at Walker 
Lake, thinks may be so Co-We-Jo is a pro- 
phet, for the reason that he went twice to 
consult about water, ‘asit no rain and 
Walker River nearly dry up,’ and upon each 
occasion the prophet predicted rain, which 
really came and saved their crops: hence 
their belief in this prophet.” 


Under the Micreacepe, 


Within 30 years a fascinating branch of 
geological study has been developed. Rocks 
and minerals as seen under the mic 
present a wonderful display of colors, and in 
structure a great variety of forms, Dr. H. 
Hensoldt, says the Youth's Companion, 
writes of the pleasure and interesting inform- 
ation afforded by such observations, 
Especially striking and lovely is the ap- 

rance of many.of the volcanic or igneous 
rocks, when reduced to thin sections, and 
examined under the microscope. The dull- 
ish green lava, called pitch stone, which is 
found in dikes on the island of Arran, on 
the west coast of Scotland, exhibits under 
the microscope whole forests of fern trees, 
garlands, leaves and flowers of marvelous 
magnificence. A granite from Cornwall 
containg needle-sha crystals of tourmal- 
ine, radiating star-like from a common cen- 
ter. 

Basalts, obsidians, hyries and ser- 
pentines from various localities show laby- 
rinths of multi-colored crystals resembling 
rows of pillars, turreted castles and fairy 
caves, glowing in all the tints of the rain- 


iW. 

The sedimentary or Frege 1 rocks, while 
they cannot under the microscope eq 
there Plutonic rivals in brilliancy of color 
or gorgeousness of crystalline display, make 
up for this deficiency by other features of 
interest. 

Many marbles and limestones are found 
to be literally composed of foraminifera, 
the teat of rhizo , resembling tiny shells 
of the most delicate and beautiful forms. 
Thin sections of almost any piece of flixt 
exhibit under the microscope quite a little 
world of curious organic remains, such as 
sponges spicules, xanthida, small f ents 
of coral, and the formaminifera y 
mentioned, ag that flint rocks are 
fossil sponges which have become solid by

stalactites.

Salt Licks. 


Such names as those of Licking River, Bi 
Licks, and the like, in some of the Central 
States mark what were curious phenomena 
to the first settlers of the country west of the 
Alleghanies. They were places to which the 
larger game, such as deer and bison, used to 
resort for a supply of salt. The springs at 
these points were briny, and the soil ut 
them became like a cake of salt. This the 
animals used to lick, just as our domestic 
cattle will lick the ground where salt has 
been sprinkled. It was from their circum- 
stance that so many places in Ohio and Ken- 
tucky got the name of ** licks.” 

These were favorite eigen: Smee with 
the Indians and with the early white set- 
tlers. The habits of the animals and their 
times of visiting the licks were well known, 
To lie in wait for herds of deer or bison on 
their way to the oe was an easy way of 
securing game. The wholesome slaughter 
soon frightened those that escaped, so that 
they abandoned the springs, and the region 
as well, 

It is said that the bison tracks led direct 
to these salt springs from a distance of one 
hundred and fifty to two hundred miles. 
They were followed year after year, and by 
generation after generation of the bison, 
until they were worn so deep and plain as 
to be traced long after the country was set- 
tled. 

The practice of the animals was to drink 
of the salt waters, to bathe in them, to lick 
the soil impregnated with salt, and torollin 
the mud. It was a medical treatment for 
disease, to which these animals were subject 
in the fresh pastures of prairie and marsh. 
After some days of salting, the bison re- 
turned in good health and spirits, well cov- 
ered over with a coat of ing, cracking 


mud. 

The “licks” had been the resort of ani- 
mals from a time earlier than that of deer 
and bison. In the mud and mire of the 
springs have been found the remains of mam- 
moth animals belonging to an earlier of 
the world than ours. The Big Bone Lick 
took its name from the gigantic bones found 
buried in its mud.

Mince pie and Christmas are inseparable. 
Both are rich contributions to enjoyment. 
However high the tide of reverence for 
menus may rise we are, sooner or later, sure 
to come down from our devotional eyrie, to 
this queen of pie. Now there are mince 
pies that savor of anything but enjoyment 
after eating them. When one starts out to 
perform an artistic piece of work, it is ne- 
cessary to know how the achievement is to 
be accomplished. Like building a house, 
there are the preliminary arrangements to 
the proper construction of this festive dish. 
No wonder a mince pie is associated with 
royal song and musical birds. True, some 
vandal minds have tried to link mince pies 
with ghosts, ar Recon and night horses ! 
but a genuine, delicious, and healthy pie is 
formed “ on this wise.” The butcher is the 
first actor in this culinary scene; from his 
stall must be selected a en: good piece of 
juicy lean beef off the round. “Oh!” I 

ear one say, ‘‘ that is too expensive.” 

Cheapest inthe end, as all g articles 

are; no gristle, surplus fat, and suspicious 

portions to be denounced, a nice piece off 
the round is most reliable. This should be 

boiled until tender. It should always be a 

part of a cook’s religion to skim a boiling 

mess often. When done, chop very fine, 
reserving a little of the rich liquid in. which 
it was prepared for the chopping-knife, to 

mix in ce a fine enough. A two-bladed 

chopper is best; I have seen, and used a 

six bieclad one, but they are a nuisance, 
as the meat will lodye among the steel work- 
ers. Use the greening apples, by all means, 
also chopped fine, but not as fine as the 
meat, One quart of apples to two pounds 
af meat ; citron, also chopped, not sliced ; 
raisins (box) seeded and chopp2d—do not 
put them in whole; cinnamon moderately, 
cloves scant, nutmeg plentiful, and molas- 
ses and sugar; no currante—these are the 
little imps of mischief that make the modern 
pie coarse, and common.

For the first three centuries Christmas 
was one of the most movable of all re : 
festivals, The Eastern Church observed Jan. 
6 as the anniversary both of Christ's birth 
and circumcision. But in the fourth century 
Pope Julius I. ordered an inves of 
the matter, and after long deliberation, the 
theologians of both the East and Weat 
united in appointing Dec. 25 to be kept as 
Christ's birthday. It seems not im 
that in selecting Dec. 25 as the date of the: 
greatest event save one—the 
the world’s history the worthy fathers were 
influenced by a desire to t the ma 
heathen festivals of the Winter sols 
as the Saturnalia or great festival of Saturn 
and Ops; which began on Dee. 19 (or after 
Cwesar's reformation of the calendar, on the 
17th) and continued for seven da This pre- 
sumption is made more pro from the 
fact that for many centuries the feativities 
of Christmas were apeel until ‘Twelfth 
Night,” Jan. 6, and even till Candlemas Day, 
Feb. 2, while they usually as si Ad 
the night before All Saints’ Day, or 
E’en, thus showing the desire of the early 
fathers of the Church to make the heathen 
converts to ‘Christianity feel that had 
lost oo in harmless pleasure gga 
ment by the substitution of the 
festival for the heathen one. ? 

Not only did the Romans observe this per- 
iod of the year as a time for mirth and re- 
joicing, but many of our most familiar

Surgeon Park examined the supplies of food 
in the neighhorhood. He reported that 
there was enough food to last the garrison 
at Yambuya for years. Exclusive of this I 
left 12 of rice, several loads of biscuits 
and one load of salt. Mr. Troup brought 
loads of biscuits, 20 loads of rice, 8 
loads of salt and 2 cases of Madeira 
wine.

I say I cannot understand 
why Barttelot should go on day after day 
crushing to death the helpless, docile 
humanity under his charge, depriving bimself 
of faithful soldiers and carriers, nor how 
Jameson should suddenly have become such 
a pernicious character ashe is represented 
when buying a young girl and having her 
murdered before his eyes. I cannot under- 
stand why Troup and Ward and Bonpy 
should allow Barttelot to go on were it 
only for the sake of their own fame 
and interest. Was Barttelot insane? 
Then must have Jameson also been insane? 
Their insanity must have overpowered the 
reason of their remaining officers, or I am 
insane in supposing these fearful acts, this 
stupid malignity, this remorseless cruelty, 
this incomprehensible perversity, deserving 
of my censure. My criticism of these sur- 
viving officers was provoked by the fact 
that they were three against one, whose 
mad and wicked course it would be a 
blessing to arrest in some way. The easiest 
way was to combine together and make their 
protest. The last resort was to take hold 
and bind him and take him to Stanley falls 
asamad man. It appears that they did not 
do any of these things, but allowed the un- 
fortunate man to. continue his course from 
bad to worse. It is now too apparent that I 
made # mistake in appointing Barttelot to 
command the rear column, but would I have 
been wiser to have substituted Troup, who 
has proved himself sq unworthy in the char- 
acter of a subordinate, or any of the others? 
In my opinion the docile acyuiescence of his 
subordinates in these misdeeds has been 
more pernicious to Barttelot and them- 
selves than Barttelot’s sanguinary dis- 
ition.

Andrew Jameson calls me his brother's 
worst enemy. May I ask in what manner 
have manifested this enmity? Was 
it in the attempt to shield him from the con- 
sequence of his terrible act?

Mr. Walter barttelot was advised by all of 
my late comrades in the advance column to 
let the matter rest.
